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Continuation of 13. Other: In response to applicant's argument that the prior art does not teach "attaching the current location to the 
remark". Examiner respectfully disagrees, since the applicant does not specifically explain in his specification how the attaching the 
current location step would be done, therefore the examiner gave the broadest reasonable interpretation to the claimed limitations. The 
above limitation interpreted as follow "the current location is send along with the remark (wherein the remark is simply interpret as the 
message)". Friedman teaches the message is send by the user along with the user's positional data (see Friedman pg.7, par 0077). The 
positional data of the user in Friedman is send along with the message to the other user, so the other user will know the location of the 
person that send the message. Examiner believed that Friedman teaches, "attaching the current location to the remark". 
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
